(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Watson et al. 
"Development of Stereoscopic-Haptic Virtual Environments" 

As to claim 1, Watson et al. discloses a method of creating a stereoscopic-haptic virtual 
environment comprising the steps of generating stereoscopic images ( figure 3, 3D stereoscopic 
image), with active stereoscopic displays ( page 3, last paragraph), shuttering of computer 
monitor or video screen display to present one image at a time to each eye of a viewer in quick 
succession while the other eye is covered (page 3, last paragraph), interlaced video display ( page 
4) and buffered delivery of image data to different scan lines (page 4, second paragraph, stencil 
buffer, which is used to draw the left eye images on even scan lines, (on stencil) , and the right 
eye image only on the odd scan lines ( off stencil), figure 7).
